Daffodils  and  Narcissus 

All  are  hardy,  grow,  and  multiply  season  after 
season.  Wherever  their  gold  and  silver  flashes, 
in  beds,  in  borders,  or  when  naturalized  in  wild 
gardens,  they  are  jewels  in  Spring’s  Diadem  of 
beauty.  The  earliest  sorts  beginning  to  bloom 
in  March,  followed  by  mid-season  and  late  varie- 
ties, a continuous  display'  of  these  glorious  flowers 
is  possible.  Daffodils  look  best  planted  in  groups, 
doing  best  in  a well  drained  moderately  rich  soil, 
and  if  partially  shaded  from  hot  sunshine,  will 
retain  their  beauty  for  a much  longer  period,  than 
if  fully  exposed.  A safe  and  simple  rule  in  plant- 
ing any  of  the  Narcissus  family,  in  the  open  is  to 
cover  the  bulbs  one  and  one  half  times  their  own 
depth.  Thus  a bulb  measuring  in  height  2 inches, 
should  be  covered  3 inches  from  its  crown.  Plant 
large  bulbs  5 or  6 inches  apart,  smaller  ones  3 
to  4 inches.  Never  use  fresh  manure  near  any 
bulbs,  use  bone  meal  as  fertilizer. 

Narcissii  lend  themselves  particularly  to  natural- 
izing, in  meadow,  orchard  or  lawn.  The  flowers 
blooming  in  the  grass  in  Spring  are  exceedingly 
lovely.  If  grown  for  this  purpose  loosen  and  lift 
the  turf  back  with  a spade,  enrich  the  soil  with 
bone  meal  or  other  fertilizer,  and  after  setting  the 
bulbs,  cover  them  firmly  with  the  sod.  Plant  the 
bulbs  when  the  ground  is  moist  after  a light  rain. 

The  POETICUS  and  POETAZ  types  are  especially 
fine  in  the  grass.
